ASBYU  President  Reed  Wilcox 
suggested  that  the  matter  be  brought 
before  the  student  body  for  discussion, 
but  Council  members  passed  the  motion 
after  agreeing  that  the  funds  would  be 
best  allocated  in  the  manner  proposed. 
Wilcox  expressed  concern  that  the 
allocation  would  be  misunderstood  by 
students.

“She  turns  me  on  . . . from  my 
head  all  the  way  down  to  my 
toes!”  With  this  ardent 
declaration  Neil  Simon’s  hit 
comedy,  “The  Star  Spangled  Girl” 
began. 

The  play,  involves  the  staff  of 
Fallout  magazine,  a periodical 
dedicated  to  criticizing  social  ills. 
All  is  well  with  publisher  Andy 
Hobart  (C.  Thom  Duncan)  and 
writer  Norman  Cornell  (Michael

moves  in  downstairs.  Then  the  fun 
begins.  From  that  day  on,  not  one 
of  the  characters  has  a peaceful 
life.

The  poor 
girl  detests  Norman  and  finds 
herself  physically  attracted  to 
Andy,  whom  she  does  not  like. 

When  she  loses  her  job  at  the 
YWCA,  Sophie  is  hired  as  a 
“secretary”  to  the  Fallout  staff. 
Though  she  neither  types  nor 
takes  shorthand,  she  can  smile  at 
Norman  and  make  him 
happy— and  productive.  For  this 
she  is  paid  $92  per  week. 

The  charming  threesome 
struggle  for  and  against  each  other 
until  liberty  and  justice  for  all 
prevail. 

To  say  that  Sophie,  Norman, 
and  Andy  made  the  production  is 
putting  the  case  mildly.  The  play 
was  well  casted. 

Miss  Anderson  played  a very 
difficult  role.  She  was,  however, 
very  convincing  and  entertaining. 
Without  her  vitality  and 
enthusiasm,  Sophie  would  have 
been  a rather  drab  little  Southern 
girl  with  two  bothersome

Not 
because  VISTA  was  a worthless 
experience,  just  a bad  one. 

It  all  began  on  a soggy  February 
morning  as  the  70  VISTA  volunteers  in 
our  group,  Colorado  44,  sat  around  in  the 
lobby  of  the  Oxford  Hotel  in  Denter 
looking  at  each  other  and  wondering 
why.  Why  had  we  given  up  our 
comfortable  middle  to  upper  middle  class 
luxury  for  a stab  at  unadulterated 
poverty?  Good  question.  We  took  the 
next  six  weeks  asking  it  over  and  over 
again. 

During  the  first  two  weeks  of  training 
we  listened  to  lectures  from  sunup  to 
sundown  on  everything  from  emergency 
childbirth  to  why  people  commit  crimes. 
Our  lectures  were  intersperced  with  such 
field  experience  as  “an  experience  in 
alcholism”,  “getting  booked”, 
“breakfast”,  and  “wounded  knee”.  Then 
one  day  they  packed  us  up  and  moved  us 
into  unsuspecting  communities  in 
southern  Colorado  where  we  were  housed 
in  shaks  and  lived  (or  something  closely 
resembling  it), 

AFTER  four  weeks  of  eating  carrot 
soup,  building  outhouses,  taking  surveys, 
hustling,  and  helping  to  build  a head  start 
center,  we  were  graduated  and  sent  off  to 
our  community  projects— the  55  of  us 
that  were  left. 

Once  out  in  the  field  and  confronted 
with  the  real  problems  of  the  ghetto  or 
reservation,  as  opposed  to  the  artificial 
ones  we  had  thus  far  been  presented  with,

we  again  began  to  wonder  why? 

Discussions  continued  long  into  the 
evening  on  the  relevance  of  VISTA.  Like, 
what  can  a VISTA  do  other  than  be  a 
band-aid?  We  haven’t  grown  up  in  the 
environment  so  we  don’t  know,  and  when 
we  do  know  we  don’t  know  how  to  cope 
with  the  situations.  We  can  learn  the 
feeling  of  poverty  in  a secondary  sort  of 
way  but  it  is  only  secondary  because  we 
aren’t  trapped  by  it.  We  can  go  back  into 
our  middle  class  homes  and  feel 
compassion  rather  than  indifference,  but 
what  good  does  that  do? 

We  did,  however,  come  up  with  a few 
ideas. 

CHANGE  in  the  American  system  is 
historically  a political  process.  Our 
institutions  respond  to  power  blocks,  not 
to  individuals,  especially  low-income 
individuals.  Denying  community

whether  busing  is  “in”  or  “out”. 

Economic  controls,  which  were  almost 
as  “far  out”  as  Communist  China,  are 
“in”.  But  Labor  Department  statisticians 
who  interpret  the  results  are  “out”. 

TREASURY  Secretary  John  Connally 
is  “in”  in  a big,  big  way,  which  may  mean 
that  Vice  President  Agnew  will  be  “out” 
in  1972.  The  Washington  Senators 
already  are  “out”. 

The  Vietnam  War,  which  was  never 
really  “in”,  is  “out”,  but  we  are  still  in 
the  Vietnam  War. 

After  being  “out”  for  a few  months, 
phosphade  detergents  are  “in”  again. 
West  Coast  dock  workers,  who  also  were 
“out”  for  a few  months,  are  back  “in” 
for  at  least  90  days. 

International 'monetary  reform  is  “in”, 
but  not  far  enough  “in”  to  keep  the 
gnomes  of  Zurich  “out”.  Import  surtaxes 
to  protect  the  domestic  car  industry  are 
“in”  but  not  as  far  “in”  as  foreign  cars. 

Limits  on  wage  and  price  increases  are 
“in”.  Limits  on  political  campaign 
spending  are  “out”. 

Phase  II  of  Nixon’s  economic  program 
is  “in”.  Jokes  about  Nixon  being 
“two-phased”  on  the  economic  issue  are 
“out”. 


organization  to  the  poor  is  denying  power 
to  them.  In  the  past,  community 
organization  was  the  major  difference 
between  the  VISTA  program  and  the 
traditional  handouts  of  the  welfare 
system.  But,  alas,  VISTA  has  become  a 
service  organization— it  is  becoming 
another  “welfare  system”  handing  out 
the  services  of  volunteers. 

Community  organization  attacks  the 
cause  of  poverty,  while  service  merely 
attacks  the  symptons  and  results.  The 
taxpayer  has  been  told  that  VISTA  is 
intended  to  end  poverty,  that  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity  employees  are 
trying  to  work  themselves  out  of  jobs  by 
ending  the  conditions  that  cause  them. 
It’s  a lie  untrue  . 


IT’S  untrue  because  if  there  was  no 
community  organization  attempted  and 
successfully  carried  out,  there  is  a vacuum 
when  the  volunteer  leaves.  And  that 
vacuum  sucks  out  the  one  ray  of  hope  for 
many  people  in  the  community. 

It’s  a lie  because  VISTA  is  recruiting  on 
college  campuses  instead  of  the  inner 
city. 

It’suntrue  because  those  that  train  the 
vista’s  are  also  (for  the  most  part)  from 
America’s  college  campuses. 

It’s  a lie  because  VISTA  is  insensitive  to 
the  problems  of  the  poor  in  that  it  refuses 
to  concede  that  they  have  enough 
intelligence  to  see  their  own  problems.

University  Coach  Henry  Iba  will 
be  the  featured  guest  for  the  ninth 
annual  BYU  basketball  clinic  to 
be  held  Nov.  6. 

The  clinic,  sponsored  jointly  by 
the  College  of  Physical  Education 
and  the  Department  of  Athletics, 
will  be  held  in  room  321  of  the 
ELWC.  Registration  will  begin  at 
9 a.m. 

The  clinic  is  designed  for  high 
school.  Junior  college,  and  college 
coaches  who  wish  to  add  to  their 
knowledge  of  the  game  and 


improve  the  standard  of  their 
instruction.  All  members  of  the 
coaching  profession  will  be  guests 
of  the  University  for  the  program 
and  luncheon. 

Coach  Iba,  a native  of  Easton, 
Mo.,  has  compiled  one  of  the 
most  impressive  coaching  records 
in  collegiate  basketball.  During  his 
41  years  of  coaching,  he  compiled 
an  overall  record  of  767  wins  and 
338  losses.  He  was  head  coach  at 
Oklahoma  State  for  36  years, 
winning  14  Missouri  Valley 
Conference  titles  and  one  Big 


Eight  Championship.  Oklahoma 
State  won  the  NCAA  basketball 
championship  in  1945  and  again 
in  1946,  the  first  school  ever  to 
capture  back-to-back  NCAA  titles. 

A past  president  of  the  National 
Association  of  Basketball 
Coaches,  Iba  is  the  only  man  to  be 
named  coach  of  the  U.S.  Olympic 
basketball  team  three  times.  After 
coaching  gold  medal  teams  in 
1964  and  1968,  he  has  been 
chosen  to  coach  the  1972 
Olympic  team  in  Munich.

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Vietnam  announces  amnesty  for  3,000 
Communist  POW’s,  celebrating  Thieu 


Last  day  to  drop  classes  approaching 


November  19th  is  the  last  day 
that  BYU  students  may  drop 
classes.

SAIGON  (UPI)  - The  South 
Vietnamese  government  yesterday 
announced  amnesty  for  nearly 
3,000  Viet  Cong  prisoners  of  war 
to  celebrate  the  inauguration  of 
President  Nguyen  Van  Thieu  for  a 
second  term.  It  was  the  largest 
freeing  of  prisoners  in  the 
Indochina  War. 

The  Ministry  of  Defense  said 
618  prisoners,  176  of  them  partly 
disabled,  were  being  released 
outright  from  POW  camps 
throughout  South  Vietnam. 

Another  2,320  prisoners 
including  36  disabled  POWs  are  to 
be  designated  ralliers  to  the  South 
Vietnamese  side  under  the 
government’s  so-called  “open 
arms”  program  for  defectors. 
They  will  be  freed  after  perhaps 
three  months,  the  communique 
said. 

The  Defense  Ministry  said  the 
POWs  involved  were  Viet  Cong, 
and  no  North  Vietnamese  troops 
were  included. 

The  amnesty  announcement 


coincided  with  reports  from  the 
United  States  that  members  of  the 
U.S.  Senate  were  told  that  a major 
breakthrough  on  the  prisoners  of 
war  issue  might  be  emminent.  The 
report  could  not  be  verified. 

The  South  Vietnamese  Defense 
Ministry  communique  said,  “They 
have  shown  repentance  and  good 
discipline  during  their  detainment. 
They  have  submitted  demands  to 
be  released  or  to  enjoy  the  status 
of  ralliers.  The  release  is  being 
done  as  a humanitarian  gesture.” 

On  battlefronts,  So'uth 
Vietnamese  troops  killed  nine 
Viet  Cong  44  miles  southwest  of 
Saigon  in  the  Mekong  Delta 
Wednesday  at  a cost  of  four 
government  soldiers  wounded. 

The  South  Vietnamese  also 
reported  a clash  a mile  west  of  the 
Central  Highlands  helicopter  base 
at  Tan  Canh  in  Kontum  Province. 
The  government  communique  said 


five  Viet  Cong  were  killed  without 
any  South  Vietnamese  casualities. 

Reports  from  neighboring 
Cambodia  said  Communist  troops 
attacking  in  the  darkness 
Wednesday  killed  17  and 
wounded  more  than  100 
Cambodian  soldiers  and  civilians 
in  a series  of  coordinated  assaults 
north  of  Phnom  Penh,  Communist 
casualties  were  listed  as  30  dead. 

In  Phnom  Penh,  the  Cambodian 
government  announced  today  that 
national  currency,  known  as  the 
riel,  will  be  floated  starting  Friday 
in  what  the  International 
Monetary  Fund  IMF  called  a 
“courageous  and  realistic”  move 
to  curb  inflation.  Diplomats  have 
described  the  move  as  a form  of 
“de  facto  devaluation.” 


U.S.  urges  reciprocation 
through  prisoner  release 


PARIS  (UPI)  - The  United 
States  urged  the  North 
Vietnamese  and  Viet  Cong 
Thursday  to  free  their  pirsoners  of 
war  as  a reciporcal  gesture  to 
South  Vietnam’s  plans  to  release 
2,938  POWs. 

But  the  Communists 
immediately  dampened  any  U.S. 
hopes  over  the  issue  by  calling  the 
Saigon  move  “an  impudent 
maneuver”  and  “a  farce.” 

U.S.  Ambassador  William  J. 
Porter  told  newsmen  after  the 
meeting  of  the  Vietnam  peac^ 
talks  that  South  Vietnam  had 
made  “a  constructive  and 
humanitarian  move”  in 
announcing  it  will  release  so  many 
prisoners. 

“If  the  Communist  side  could 
find  it  possible  to  reciprocate  in 
some  form,  that  too  would  be 
most  welcome  and  have  probably 
a very  good  effect  on  the 
atmosphere  surrounding  these 
talks,”  said  Porter. 

Earlier  he  told  Communist 
negotiators  the  United  States 
hopes  the  prisoner  release  “will 
lead  to  further  releases  on  both 
sides.”  But  Nguyen  Van  Tien,  the 
deputy  Viet  Cong  negotiator,  said 
the  Saigon  move  was  ‘‘an 
impudent  maneuver  designed  to 
turn  public  attention  away  from 
the  fascist  character  of  the  Saigon 


regime  with  its  tiger-cage  prisons.”  i 

Hanoi  spokesman  Nguyen  Than 
Le  told  newsmen  it  was  “nothing 
more  or  less  than  a farce.” 

The  prisoner  of  war  issue  was 
raised  outside  the  formal  speeches 
of  the  conference  in  which  each 
side  again  blamed  the  other  for 
not  being  willing  to  negotiate 
meaningfully. 

Third  quake  rocks 
South  Pacific  area 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
National  Earthquake  Center 
reported  the  third  major 
earthquake  in  less  than  two  days 
has  rocked  the  South  Pacific 
yesterday  afternoon.  There  have 
been  1 1 major  tremors  in  the  area 
in  the  last  three  months. 

The  latest  report  was  of  a quake 
at  2 p.m.  EDT  in  the  New 
Hebrides  Islands  northeast  of 
Australia,  the  same  area  hit  by  a 
major  tremor  Wednesday.  At 
11:13  a.m.  EDT,  the  center 
reported  a quake  was  detected  in 
an  area  near  Bougainville  in  the 
Solomon  Islands. 

The  New  Hebrides  quake 
registered  7.0  on  the  Richter 
scale.  The  Wednesday  quake  in 
the  same  area  hit  7.4  on  the 
Richter  scale.

“If  there  were  a war  tomorrow,  I would  say  General  Davison  and  his 
forces  are  ready,”  Froehlke  told  a news  conference  at  the  end  of  his 
first  tour  of  Europe  since  taking  up  the  army’s  top  civilian  post. 

Landmark  bums 

For  102  years  it  stood  in  downtown  Cairo  as  a monument  of  the 
more  graceful  and  ornate  age  of  the  Empress  Eugenie,  the  Khedive 
Ismail  and  the  opening  of  the  Suez  Canal.  Yesterday  the  Cairo  Opera 
House  burned  to  the  ground  as  its  resident  musicians  wept. 

The  seven-hour  blaze  destroyed  an  irreplaceable  collection  of  antique 
jewlery,  costumes,  furniture,  musical  scores  and  insturments.  Property 
damage  was  estimated  at  about  $9  million,  but  the  destruction  of  the 
opera  house  was  a bigger  loss  than  that. 

The  550-seat  wood-and-iron  building  was  also  one  of  the  world’s 
oldest  opera  houses.  It  was  built  in  six  months  at  the  orders  of  Khedive 
Ismail,  the  ruler  of  Egypt. 

Prize  pumpkin 

Two  secretaries  won  first  prize  in  a White  House  carving  contest  with 
a jack-o-lantem  depicting  a distinct  likeness  of  President  Nixon. 

Marvin  Sadik,  director  of  the  National  Portrai  Gallery,  pointing  out 
the  pumpkin  which  had  a squash  for  a nose  and  other  vegetable  feature, 
said.-“ljust  thou^t  it  was  marvelously  expressive.” 

The  two  contest  winners,  Katherine  Bachman,  23,  Beaumont,  Tex., 
and  Toni  Sidley  or  Arcadia,  Calif.,  smiled  but  declined  to  admit  that 
they  had  carved  their  pumpkin  in  the  image  of  Nixon. 

“What  do  you  think,”  they  bantered  back  to  reporters.  “We’d  like  to 
work  tomorrow,  too.” 

Reject  limited  funds 

The  Senate  tentatively  rejected  legislation  yesterday  that  would  have 
limited  funds  for  the  Vietnam  War  to  the  single  purpose  of  withdrawing 
American  troops. 

The  proposal,  written  by  Sens.  John  Sherman  Cooper,  R-Ky.,  and 
Frank  Church,  D-Idaho,  would  have  used  the  congressional  power  of 
the  purse  for  the  first  time  to  bring  a halt  to  American  involvement.  It 
would  have  cut  off  funds  for  any  purpose  except  withdrawal  and 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  American  troops  during  the  exit. 

The  vote  on  the  Vietnam  War  funds  followed  Senate  defeat  of  a move 
to  repeal  a 1955  resolution  authorizing  U.S.  armed  intervention  if 
necessary  to  protect  Taiwan  from  invasion  from  Red  China. 

“God  Bless  America” 

Singing  “God  Bless  America”  and  chanting  “neighborhood  schools,” 
150  parents  picketed  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  White  House 
yesterday  to  demonstrate  their  opposition  to  court-ordered  busing  of 
pupils  to  achieve  integrated  schools. 

The  pickets  were  members  of  United  Concerned  Citizens  of  America, 
a 32-state  organization  which  has  been  lobbying  members  of  Congress 
for  prompt  action  on  a proposed  constitutional  ammendment  that 
would  prohibit  assignment  or  transfer  of  school  pupils  because  of  race, 
creed,  or  color. 


‘We  are  going  to  win’ 

President  Nixon  said  yesterday  his  economic  policy  has  placed  the 
nation  on  the  offensive  in  the  fight  against  inflation  and  he  predicted 
“We  are  going  to  win  this  battle.” 

Nixon  spoke  to  a seminar  sponsored  by  the  National  Association  of 
Manufacturers. 

The  administration  stressed  anew  that  Nixon’s  wage-price-rent  freeze 
would  not  end  automatically  Nov.  13. 

Nixon  urged  the  business  leaders  who  are  NAM  members  “to  join 
with  me  during  the  post-freeze  period  in  the  great  task  of  revitalizing 
America’s  economy  so  that  together  we  can  achieve  the  great  goal  of 
full  prosperity  in  a world  of  peace.” 

“I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  90-day  wage-price  freeze  we  put  into 
effect  in  mid-August  has  been  extraordinarily  successful,”  Nixon  said. 
“Its  success  has  been  a great  tribute  to  the  patriotism  and  the  pride  of 
the  American  people.”

Nixon  expresses  interest  in  Tito’s  meetings  with  Egypt 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon  welcomed 
President  Tito  of  Yugoslavia  to 
the  White  House  yesterday  with  a 
lavish  display  of  pomp  and 
military  fanfare  and  a promise  to 
support  “the  right  of  every  nation 
to  be  free  and  independent  in  a 
world  of  peace.” 

After  exchanging  speeches  on 
the  White  House  lawn  under 
unusually  tight  security,  Nixon 
threw  his  arm  around  Tito  and 
shouted  into  a microphone: 

Brezhnev  in  France, 
denounces  Israel 

MARSEILLE,  France  (UPI)  - 
The  mayor  of  Marseille  called  on 
visiting  Soviet  Communist  party 
leader  Leonid  I.  Brezhnev 
Thursday  to  pledge  “respect  for 
ethnic  and  religious  minorities”  in 
the  Soviet  Union. 

Brezhnev  said  later  at  a 
luncheon  in  his  honor  that  “Israeli 
aggression  is  poisoning  the 
atmosphere”  throughout  the 
Mediterranean.  His  remark 
appeared  to  be  an  indirect  reply 
to  the  plea  from  Mayor  Gaston 
Deferre,  and  also  a response  to 
demonstrations  throughout 
France  protesting  Moscow’s 
policy  on  Jewish  questions. 

Easlier,  Brezhnev  listened 
impassively  in  the  city  hall  while 
Deferre,  a millionaire  Socialist, 
urged  him  to  sign  ‘‘a 
Franco-Soviet  treaty  which 
respects  the  principles  you  have 
enumerated  with  President 
Pompidou  —nonintervention  in 
the  affairs  of  other  countries  and 
respect  for  ethnic  and  religious 
minorities.” 


‘‘Zivila  Yugoslavia”,  Long  Live 
Yugoslavia.  Tito,  smiling  broadly, 
responded  with  “Viva  America.” 

The  two  then  went  inside  for  a 
reception  and  a private, 
one-hour-and-fifteen  minute 
discussion  in  Nixon’s  office  that 
was  believed  to  have  focused  on 
American  peace  initiatives  in  the

HARRISBURG,  PA.  (UPI)  - 
Teachers  in  rural  Pennsylvania  are 
returning  to  college  classrooms  by 
the  hundreds  without  ever  leaving 
their  home  communities. 

Their  classroom  is  a 40-foot 
mobile  van  which  expands  from 
eight-feet  to  17  feet  wide  when 
parked.  The  teacher  is  an  IBM 
1 500  computer,  designed 
expressly  for  instruction. 

Pennsylvania  State  University 
brought  the  computerized  courses 
in  remedial  education  to  more 
than  800  teachers-most  of  them 
in  poverty  areas— during  the  past 
year. 

The  computer  teaches  through 
recorded  tapes,  pictures  and 
charts  flashed  on  an  image 
projector,  and  through  typed 
statements  which  appear  on  a 
television-like  screen. 

The  students,  nearly  all 
teachers,  school  nurses, 
administrators  or  guidance 
counselors,  can  respond  either  by 
typing  answers  which  appear  on 
the  television  screen  or  by 
touching  a specified  area  of  the 
screen  with  a light  sensitive  pen. 

For  a rural  elementary  school 
teacher  accustomed  to  controlling 
her  own  classroom,  the  idea  of 
answering  to  a maze  of  terminals, 
connectors  and  wires  can  be 
disconcerting.  One  teacher 
recently  became  so  exasperated 
when  the  computer  would  not 
listen  to  her  she  began  slamming 
her  keyboard  to  make  it  pay 
attention. 

“Teachers  are  a little  nervous  at 
first  about  the  computer  system,” 
Dr.  Keith  Hall,  supervisor  of  the 
program’s  technical  aspects,  said, 
“but  once  they  have  taken  some 
course  material,  they  all  are 
enthusiastic.” 

-Teachers  enrolled  in  the  course 
pay  a nominal  $10  fee  then  sign 
up  for  computer  time— either  day 
or  evening— at  their  convenience. 
Each  class  is  taught  through  a 
socratic  question  and  answer 
dialogue. 

Because  of  the  immediate 
feedback,  many  teachers  have  said 
they  prefer  the  computer  to  a live 
professor. 

Briefly  speaking 

Atomic  blasts  anywhere  in  the 
world  cause  the  “Old  Man  of  the 
Mountains,”  a 40  foot  by  50  foot 
rock  formation  in  New 
Hampshire,  to  wrinkle  his 
“brow,”  a geophysical  study 
shows.  Officials  said  data 
transmitted  from  two  seismic 
measuring  devices  on  the 
“forehead”  of  the  formation 
showed  that  when  the  Soviet 
Union  set  off  a blast  in  the  Arctic 
and  when  the  United  States 
exploded  a blast  in  Nevada,  the 
“brow”  moved. 


The  British  Army  announced  it 
has  come  up  with  a new  form  of 
emergency  rations  — candles. 
They  will  primarily  function  as 
lighting,  but  they  could  also  be 
taken  as  a light  meal  if  soldiers  got 
stranded.  It  did  not  specify  what 
they  tasted  like. 


“The  author’s  personality  does 
come  through  the  program,”  Hall 
explained.  “The  students,  after  a 
while,  feel  they  are  conversing 
with  another  person  and  not  with 
a computer.” 

Upon  completion  of  the  course, 
the  teachers  are  expected  to  be 
able  to  know  and  identify  the 


symptoms  of  handicapped 
children,  screen  all  children  in 
regular  classroom  programs  for 
deviations,  evaluate  each  child’s 
strength  and  weaknesses  as  related 
to  learning  abilities,  and,  if 
necessary,  refer  children  with 
serious  problems  to  the  proper 
rehabilitation  programs. 


Lubricating  geological  fractures 
could  reduce  quakes  to  tremors 


PASADENA,  CALIF.  (UPI)  - 
Scientists  are  studying  the 
possibility  of  lubricating 
geological  fractures  with  water  to 
reduce  big  earthquakes  to  more 
frequent,  but  much  smaller, 
tremors. 

A comprehensive,  controlled 
test  of  such  a possibility  is  being 
undertaken  at  the  Santa  Fe 
Springs  oil  field  near  Los  Angeles, 
according  to  the  California 
Institute  of  Technology. 

The  major  and  most  destructive 
cause  of  California  earthquakes  is 
the  San  Andreas  Fault,  a large 
geological  fracture  running  from 
north  of  San  Francisco  to  the 
Gulf  of  California  in  Mexico. 

Turnip  tradition 

CONNERSVILLE,  IND.  (UPI) 
— If  you  turn  up  at  the  turnip 
man’s  farm,  you’ll  get  your  share 
free. 

A farmer,  who  prefers  to  remain 
anonymous,  gives  away  all  the 
turnips  he  grows  every  year,  and 
this  year  there’s  a bumper  crop  of 
1 8 acres. 

The  prospect  of  free  turnips 
over  the  past  half  dozen  or  so 
years  has  drawn  persons  from  all 
over  Fayette  County  to  the  farm 
along  Indiana  121. 

Last  year,  the  mysterious 
“turnip  man”  of  Fayette  County 
was  offered  more  than  $1,000  by 
a grocery  chain  for  his  crop, 
according  to  an  area  newspaper 
man,  but  he  turned  it  down  to 
continue  the  tradition. 

“Every  year  he  advertises  in  the 
classified  section,”  the  newsman 
said,  “but  he  insists  that  we  leave 
his  name  out.” 

This  year,  showing  his  sense  of 
humor,  the  turnip  grower  put  up 
signs  saying,  “due  to  price  freeze 
they  are  free.” 

Another  sign  urges  people  to 
“eat  turnips,”  but  the  farmer  asks 
that  no  one  take  more  than  10  or 
15  pounds.  Word  is  that  he 
doesn’t  want  someone  coming  in 
to  cart  off  a truckload  for  market. 

“I  just  like  people,”  said  the 
turnip  man,  “and  want  to  share 
my  turnips  with  them.”

The  land  west  of  the  fault  is 
moving  northward  at  about  two 
inches  a year,  and  strain  builds  up 
along  the  fault  where  friction 
holds  the  two  masses  together 
despite  the  mountain  pressure. 
Eventually,  the  build  up  strain  is 
released  in  a sharp  jolt  as  the 
western  side  of  the  fault  snaps 
northward,  causing  earthquakes 
that  have  plagued  California  cities. 

Cal  Tech  scientists  conducting 
the  experiment  believe  it  will  “be 
possible  to  lubricate  the  San 
Andreas  at  strategic  points  so  that 
many  small,  hardly  detectable 
quakes  could  replace  the  big  ones 
that  occur  two  to  three  times  a 
century.” 

If  such  a plan  can  be  proved 
practical,  water  would  be  pumped 
into  the  fault  to  lubricate  the 
opposing  faces,  allowing  them  to 
slip  jerkily  but  gradually  across 
each  other  instead  of  growing  taut 
with  pressure  and  jarring  loose 
with  destructive  force. 

“We  think  that  while  this  might 
be  costly,  it  is  likely  to  be 
successful  and  could  very  well 
save  not  only  money  but  lives,” 
said  Charles  P.  Archambeau, 
professor  of  geophysics  and  head 
of  the  experiment  team.

Pre-marital  counseling 
program  begins  at  BYU 


Are  you  having  pre-marital 
problems?  Would  you  like  to 
strengthen  the  communication 
between  yourself  and  your 
sweetheart  before  you  enter  into 
marriage? 

If  so,  now  is  your  chance. 
Counseling  groups  are  beginning 
Nov.  8 for  engaged  and  steady 
couples  to  discuss  role 
expectancies  of  the  mate.  The 
purpose  is  to  get  to  the  heart  of 
serious  problems  before  marriage. 

The  groups  are  being  set  up  and 
directed  by  two  BYU  doctoral 
candidates  in  Marriage  and  Family 
Counseling,  Dexter  Hardcastle  and 
Gregg  Reiter.  “There  were 
600,000  divorces  last  year  in  the 
United  States,  ” said  Hardcastle, 
“This  is  about  one  marriage  in 
four  ending  in  divorce.  And  75 
per  cent  of  all  marriages  are 
unhappy  in  some  way.”  Reiter 
added,  “Ours  is  a preventive  type 
of  counseling  much  like 
preventive  medicine.  This  way 
you  find  out  what’s  wrong  before 
it’s  too  late,” 

Hardcastle  and  Reiter  are 
working  through  the  BYU 
Marriage  and  Family  Counseling 
Clinic.  The  pre-marital  group  is 
just  one  facet  of  what  the  Clinic 
offers.  There  are  several  groups  of 
students  specializing  in  different 
types  of  problems.  They  have 
practicums  in  the  adolescent,  the 
individual,  young  children, 
marriage  and  family,  and  group 
counseling. 

They  plan  to  conduct  10 
sessions  lasting  90  minutes  each. 
Four  to  five  couples  will  comprise 
each  group.  Counseling  is  free  to 
both  students  and  faculty. 

Through  these  groups  couples 
will  learn  to  relate  to  each  other. 
“Often  it  is  hard  to  express  your 
feelings  and  to  know  how  and 


when  to  voice  these  feehngs,” 
Hardcastle  said.  “We  hope  to 
define  the  sexual  roles,  lines  of 
communication,  role 
expectancies,  and  other  matters 
brought  up  by  the  group  that  they 
may  encounter  in  marriage.” 

Both  men  are  qualified  to 
counsel.  Dexter  Hardcastle 
received  his  B.  A.  in  criminology 
from  Fresno  State  College  and  his 
M.  A,  in  social  work  from  the 
same  college.  Between  the  time  he 
received  his  M,  A,  and  the  time  he 
came  to  BYU,  he  has  served  in 
numerous  positions.  He  was  a 
probation  officer  in  San  Mateo 
County;  he  worked  with.  Adult 
Parole  in  Fresno,  Child  Protection 
Services  in  Sacramento,  Foster 
Placement  in  Sacramento,  Family 
Services  Agency  in  Woodland,  and 
Psychiatric  Emergency  Clinic  in 
Sacramento,  He  is  also  a hcensed 
Marriage,  family  and  Child 
Counselor. 

Gregg  Reiter  received  his  B.  A. 
from  the  university  of  Puget 
Sound  in  Biology  and  his  M,  A. 
from  Kansas  State  in  Family  and 
Child  Development.  At  the 
University  of  Oregon,  Gregg 
worked  with  Dr.  Joseph  Trainer, 
author  of  Physiological 
Foundations  of  Marriage 
Counseling.  He  also  worked  in  the 
Crippled  Children’s  Division  of 
the  University  of  Oregon  Medical 
School  in  Child  Development.

In  the  last  few  years,  the  fun  of

Can  something  be  done  to 
ehminate  this  incredible  behavior 
of  some  adults?  The  council,  in  its 
current  issue  of  “Family  Safety” 
gives  a Ust  of  “Do’s”  for  parents 
of  trick  or  treaters.

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Biggest  Halloween  hoax  ever  causes  national  panic 


“Flash!  Meteor  reported  landing 
near  Grovers  Mill,  N.J.  , . . 1,500 
killed.  ...  it’s  a flying  metallic 
cylinder  . . . gas  sweeping  New 
Jersey  . . . invaders  flying  over  the 
nation.” 

This  news  flash  shocked 
thousands  -of  radio  listeners  Oct. 
30,  1938. 

It  was  the  biggest  Halloween 
hoax  ever. 

What  they  heard  was  not  a 
Martian  invasion,  but  merely  a 
dramatization  of  H.  G.  Welles’ 


40-year-old  fantasy,  “The  War  of 
the  Worlds,”  as  protrayed  by 
Orson  Welles  and  the  CBS 
Mercury  Theatre  of  the  Air. 

After  the  introduction  by 
Welles,  an  announcer  gave  a 
weather  forcast.  Then  came  the 
words:  “We  take  you  to  the  Park 
Plaza  Hotel  in  New  York,  where 
we  will  hear  the  music  of  ...  ” 

The  music  was  interrupted  for  a 
bulletin  from  the  non-existant 
Intercontinental  Radio  News 


Bureau,  saying  there  had  been  a 
gas  explosion  on  Mars. 

Then,  bulletins  followed  in 
rapid  succession; 

“The  Martians  have  landed  and 
are  attacking  everything  in  sight.” 

“Seven  thousand  men  are  on 
the  scene,  but  to  no  avail.  The 
Martians  are  killing  them  right  and 
left.” 

Just  as  the  nation  was  ready  to 
give  up  in  despair,  the  Martians 
died  from  Earth’s  diseases  . . . and 
everyone  lived  happily  ever  after. 


Self-fulfilling  love  can  solve  world  atrocities 


Dr.  Arthur  Henry  King,  former 
member  of  the  British  Council 
where  he  worked  to  promote 
overseas  cultural  relations  and 
now  a professor  of  English  at 
BYU,  was  the  featured  speaker  at 
yesterday’s  Forum  assembly. 

In  answer  to  the  title  of  his 
address,  “Where  are  Plato’s 
Guardians  Now?,”  King  replied 
that  “they  are  here  at  BYU  and  in 
the  Church.” 

Giving  a commentary  of  the 
governments  of  the  world  in  the 
context  of  Plato’s  definition  in 
The  Republic  King  punctuated  his 
remarks  with  song.  In  a typical 
British  baritone,  he  related  the 
political  strengths  of  Gladstone, 
one  of  Plato’s  guardians  of  the  old 
order; 

‘‘They  shall  be  our 
guardians  . . . who  also  know  the 
truth  of  each  thing.” 

Reflecting  on  present  and  past 


atrocities  of  the  world,  King 
remarked  that  the  remedy  is  not 
international  bureaucracy,  not  the 
UN,  UNESCO,  etc.,  but 
“self-fulfilling  Christian  love.” 

Celebrating  the  addition  of  the 
one  millionth  volume  and  the 
proposed  library.  King  recalled 
visiting  many  libraries  throughout 
the  world.  On  returning  to  these 
libraries  years  later  he  found  them 
sadly  overcrowded. 

“Now  1 come  to  BYU.  The 
library  is  delightful,  friendly.  It’s 
not  packed  but  it  is  full,”  he  said. 

He  supported  the  new  library 
proposal  with  his  remark,  “How 
can  you  think  with  somebody 
touching  your  elbow?  Crowds 
produce  lowering  of  intellectual 
intensity.”

The  broadcast  concluded  with  a 
statement  by  Welles  saying  it  was 
“the  Mercury  Theatre’s  own 
version  of  dressing  up  in  a shedt 
and  saying  ‘Boo!’  ” 

But  the  statement  came  too 
late.  The  panic  had  already 
started.  Police  stations,  hospitals, 
and  newspaper  officies  were 
flooded  with  calls  from  fearful 
citizens  asking  how  they  could, 
escape  destruction  and  where  they 
could  get  gas  masks. 

As  rumors  spread,  imaginations 
went  wild. 

One  citizen  reported  that  he 
heard  machine-gun  fire,  and  a man 
with  binoculars  atop  a Manhattan 
building  “saw”  the  flames  of  the 
battle. 

A woman  ran  into  a church  in 
Indianapolis  screaming,  “New 
York  was  destroyed;  it’s  the  end 
of  the  world.  You  might  as  well 
go  home  to  die.  I just  heard  it  on 
the  radio.’’  SErvices  were 
dismissed  immediately. 

Five  boys  at  Brevard  (N.C.) 
College  fainted  and  panic  gripped 
the  campus  for  a half  hour,  with 
many  students  fighting  for 


telephones  to  inform  their  parents 
to  come  and  get  them. 

In  front  of  a Newark,  N.J., 
apartment  house,  police  found 
that  twenty  families  had  started 
to  remove  their  furniture.  Their 
faces  were  swathed  in  wet  towels 
to  repel  poisonous  gas. 

A Pittsburgh  husband 
discovered  his  wife  with  a bottle 
of  poinson,  screaming,  “I’d  rather 
die  this  way  than  that.” 

Radio  listeners  of  Utah  also 
experienced  their  share  of  the 
pre-Halloween  scare.  The  Salt 
Lake  Tribune-Telegram  operators 
were  swamped  with  calls,

Hashish 
trail  is  a 
dead  end 


KABUL,  Afghanistan  (UPI)  - 
As  more  and  more  young  travelers 
take  the  hashish  trail  east,  more 
are  succumbing  to  the  temptation 
to  smuggle  cheap  drugs  back  to 
Europe  and  the  United 
States— and  more  are  getting 
caught. 

Young  Americans,  Germans, 
Britons  and  half  a dozen  other 
nationalists  are  in  jails  from 
Istanbul  to  Tehran,  Mashhad  and 
Kabul.  They  are  serving  out  prison 
terms  ranging  from  a few  months 
to  seven  years  for  possession  or 
attempted  smuggling  of  hashish, 
or  are  waiting  for  relatives  and 
friends  to  scrape  up  heavy  fines  to 
secure  their  release. 

Four  years  ago  hashish  and 
opium  could  be  freely  obtained  in 


Turkey  and  Iran.  Men  sidled  up  to 
any  long-haired  foreigner  on  the 
streets  of  Istanbul  or  Tehran 
offering  to  sell  him  drugs.  Police 
paid  little  attention  to  the  cheap 
hotels  where  hash  was  smoked  as 
a matter  of  course. 

Now  both  Turkey  and  Iran, 
under  strong  foreign  pressure, 
have  clamped  down  upon  illegal 
drug  traffic  in  their  countries. 
This  year’s  tightly  controlled 
opium  harvest  will  be  the  last 
legally  grown  in  Turkey. 

But  raw  opium  and  especially 
hashish,  not  to  mention  morphine 
and  cocaine,  are  still  freely 
available  in  Afghanistan  at  prices 
much  less  than  in  Europe  and  the 
United  States.

Afghanistan  sells  for  $10  to  $25. 
The  same  amount  will  fetch  at 
least  $500  in  Europe  and  as  much 
as  $1,000  in  the  United  States. 
Opium  is  a little  more  expensive, 
while  a tablet  of  morphine  can  be 
brought  across  the  counter  in  any 
pharmacy  for  less  than  20  cents. 

To  add  to  the  tempation, 
Afghan  dealers  offer  the  hash 
already  canned  with  a fruit  salad 
label,  packed  into  gas  cylinders,  or 
secreted  inside  handicrafts.  In 
Kandahar  persons  driving  cars  are 
directed  to  a friendly  garage 
prepared  to  weld  in  anything  from 
a false  floor  to  a second  gas  tank. 

But  the  naive  hippie  who 
purchases  his  20  kilos  of  hash  is  in 
for  a rude  surprise.  Afghanistan  is 
the  iand  of  “baksheesh.”  Unless 


the  buyer  pays  off  everyone  from 
the  garage  owner  to  the  police,  he 
is  likely  to  find  that  the  dealer  has 
turned  him  in.  In  such  a case  the 
dealer  shares  the  profit  from  the 
return  of  his  hash  with  the  police. 

In  the  Kabul  Fire  Station,  an 
old  garage  with  a length  of 
discolored  cloth  over  the  doorway 
serves  as  the  foreigner’s  jail.  Three 
Englishmen,  John,  John  and 
Lawrence,  26,  25,  and  24,  all 
from  Birmingham,  had  been 
waiting  over  a month  for  money 
from  England  to  pay  their  fines. 
They  were  picked  up  in  Kandahar 
two  minutes  after  purchasing  25 
kilos  of  hash.  They  had  not  paid 
enough  people.
